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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract does not describe a 
socket contact formation process sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need 
for consulting the full patent text for details. A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 1 1/9/00 fails to comply with 37 CFR 

1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each publication or that 
portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to 
be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 52 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Solomon 

(US 5,067,233). 
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Solomon discloses in Fig. 2a-2b and 3a-3b all the claimed limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 53 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Solomon (US 

5,067,233). 

Solomon fails to disclose stamping a metal element. 

At the time the invention was made, it would have been an obvious matter of design 
choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to stamp a metal element because Applicant has not 
disclosed that stamping a metal element provides an advantage, is used for a particular purpose, 
or solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in the art, furthermore, would have expected 
Applicant's invention to perform equally well with etching or machining the metal elemtn 
because the end result would form electrical conductors or elements. 

Therefore, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify Solomon to 
obtain the invention as specified in claim 53.
